
New teaching block planned for girls’ school 


A NEW two-storey teaching block 
may be built at Southend High 
School for Girls after plans were 
recommended for approval by 
council officers. 

The proposal includes eight class¬ 
rooms, storage, toilets, plant rooms 
and associated offices. 

It would also see the existing ten¬ 
nis courts repositioned to the west 
of the site in Southchurch 
Boulevard. 

Plans suggest the new building 
would increase the number of stu¬ 
dents at the school from 1,100 to 
1,170, although the planning state¬ 
ment submitted states that the pro¬ 
posed development could accom¬ 


modate a further 150 students. 

Conclusions contained in a report 
by case officer Janine Rowley said: 
“The proposed development is con¬ 
sidered to be acceptable and will 
provide an improved education 
facility. The development would 
not result in the loss of playing 
fields or sports facilities. 

“The design and scale of the pro¬ 
posed development relates satisfac¬ 
torily to the existing school build¬ 
ings and will provide an improved 
education facility.” 

The application was due to be dis¬ 
cussed by Southend Council’s 
development control committee on 
Wednesday.

A NEW innovation centre is set to 
be created after a pledge of 
£20million in Government funding. 

The announcement of funding for 
the centre, on the site of Airport 
Business Park Southend, was made by 
Local Growth Minister Andrew Percy. 

It makes up almost a fifth of the 
money allocated for the south east 
across the South East Local 
Enterprise Partnership area. 

Southend Council leader Cllr 
John Lamb confirmed that the 
funding also included investment to 
complete the road infrastructure 
and improve the cycling and walk¬ 
ing network around the business 
park at the north west of Southend 
Airport. 

Cllr Lamb said: “Lor the borough 
to receive nearly one-fifth of all

available funding for the south east 
of England is a great achievement 
and testament to the hard work that 
we have been doing to make this 
development a reality. 

“More importantly this will help 
us to deliver the Innovation Centre 
at Airport Business Park and the 
final enabling infrastructure works 
with our partners Henry Boot 
Developments.” 

Cllr Lamb claimed the Innovation 
Centre would be the heart of the 


business park and would create an 
exciting modern environment for 
young and growing businesses. 

He added: “Our overall plans will 
generate thousands of new jobs in 
attractive, modern business space 
around London Southend Airport 
and are absolutely crucial to the 
area’s future prosperity. There is a 
great deal of work already going on 
at the site with replacement rugby 
pitches constructed and the first 
phase of road and services infra¬ 


structure all well under way and 
scheduled for completion in the 
summer.” 

Rochford District Council wel¬ 
comed the funding announcement. 

The council’s deputy leader Cllr 
Mike Steptoe said: “This is great 
news for the business park, it is an 
exciting project which will really 
put the Rochford district on the 
map. 

“This funding will help to pro¬ 
vide over one million square feet 
of new floor space available for 
businesses wanting to locate to the 
area, and thousands of new jobs 
accessible to local communities. 

“It is envisaged that the new 
business park will become 
renowned as a leading regional 
centre for the science, medical and 
technology sectors and deliver 
benefits for both our local busi¬ 
nesses and local communities.”

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Leigh PO closure delivers 
Facebook SAVE campaign 


A CAMPAIGN has been launched to 
try to save Leigh's main post office 
from closure. 

The branch, in Rectory Grove, is 
one of 37 directly managed branches 
named by the Post Office as set to 
close. A page has been set up on 
Facebook titled 'SAVE Leigh-on-Sea 
Post Office' by Southend Labour. 

A spokesman for Southend Labour 
said: “We are aware that customers 
may have to travel some distance to 
the next nearest post office. 

“What is particularly worrying is 
that no franchise partner has been 
announced to ensure that future Post 
Office services will continue in the 
centre of Leigh. 


“Customers are left wondering if the 
post office will close for a temporary 
period, or perhaps Leigh will perma¬ 
nently lose its main post office.” 

The launch of the campaign has 
been supported by Labour councillor 
Anne Jones. 

Cllr Jones, who said that the post 
office had “provided a living” in her 
family, felt that the Leigh branch 
should be saved. 

She added: “We have a duty to 
ensure Crown offices are open and 
available to residents. We cannot keep 
eradicating local services.” 

A spokesperson for Post Office con- 
fimed adverts had gone out for a 
potential retail partner interested in 


operating a Post Office branch, but 
claimed it could be from its current 
site or nearby. 

“The plan would be to provide cus¬ 
tomers with the same services as 
now,” he said. 

“The reason we are looking at 
potentially franchising the current 
branch is because it will not be sus¬ 
tainable into the future - we need to 
operate a branch more cost-effective¬ 
ly and franchising is a proven, suc¬ 
cessful model. 

“The majority of Post Office 
branches are run on a franchise or 
agency basis and have been for 
decades. 

“There is a lot of detailed planning 


involved. We will consider the regis¬ 
tered interest from potential retail 
partners and in due course draw up 
detailed proposals which will then be 
subject to a six week public consulta¬ 
tion. We will then carefully consider 
feedback from that before taking a 
final decision.” 

The spokesperson said that it could 
be up to around 18 months before any 
change is made and that the current 
branch would keep operating as nor¬ 
mal in the meantime. 

She added: “Hopefully people in 
Leigh on Sea will be reassured that 
our plans are about ensuring there is a 
sustainable Post Office branch in 
Leigh for years to come.”

• A MAN has died following a 
road traffic collision on Saturday. 

Police were called to Poynters 
Lane in Shoeburyness, at 2.10am 
on Saturday February 4.A Ford 
Fiesta had been in collision with a 
man, who was lying in the road. 

Police and the ambulance service 
attended, but the man, aged 46, 
from Tilbury, was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

The road was closed between Star 
Lane and Wakering Road while 
forensic collision investigations 
were carried out. 

• A WOMAN has her suitcase 
stolen as she walked home from 
Thorpe Bay train station. 

The incident happened at around 
7pm on Tuesday, January 31 when 
a man approached and ran off with 
the bag. 

The woman, aged in her 30s, was 
walking along Bishopsteignton near 
the junction of Maplin Way. She 
was pulling a small suitcase in her 
left hand behind her and had just 
got off the train at Thorpe Bay 
station. 

The man is described as white, 
aged in his mid to late 40s, 5ft 8ins 
to 5ft lOin tall, of a stocky or broad 
build with an acne scarred round 
face with wide eyes. He was 
wearing a green bomber jacket and 
blue jeans.

Disability campaign launch 


A CONSULTANT rheumatologist 
from Southend Hospital is behind an 
awareness campaign over two condi¬ 
tions that can lead to blindness and 
physical disability. 

Professor Bhaskar Dasgupta is one 
of the founders of charity 
PMRGCAuk, which is starting the 
campaign in Southend on February 
15 to raise understanding of 
Polymyalgia Rheumatica (PMR) and 
Giant Cell Arteritis (GCA). 


Both PMR and GCA are linked 
rheumatic conditions tha can lead to 
blindness if untreated. Prof Dasgupta 
said: “Many people with GCA are 
needlessly losing their sight due to 
low awareness and late diagnosis and 
this must change.

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Eight years in jail 
for coke supplier 


A WESTCLIFF man has been 
jailed for eight years after 
being found guilty of posses¬ 
sion of cocaine with intent to 
supply. 

Charles Keenan, 40, of 
Elderton Road, was arrested in 
February 2016 at an address in 
Innes Close, Wickford. 
Officers recovered two kilos of 
cocaine. 

Keenan was found guilty of 
possession of a kilo of cocaine 
with intent to supply following 
a week’s trial and was sen¬ 
tenced at is conclusion today, 
Thursday, February 2, at 
Chelmsford Crown Court. 

Two other people were also 


arrested following the discov¬ 
ery of the drugs at the property 
in Innes Close. 

Nina Wall, a 29-year-old 
woman from Innes Close in 
Wickford was sentenced in 
August 2016 for permitting the 
supply of a controlled drug 
from a premises to a 12 month 
prison sentence. She was 
given an 18 month suspended 
prison sentence and ordered to 
carry out 100 hours unpaid 
work. Sam Claxton, 35, of 
Henderson Gardens, Wickford, 
was jailed for eight years in 
June 2016 for drug offences 
including intent to supply 
cocaine.

Serial criminal sentenced to four years 

A MAN has been jailed for four years after robbing a bank 
in Southend of more than £1,600. 

Gary Horn, 59, of Anerley Road, Westcliff, had pleaded 
guilty at Basildon Crown Court on Friday January 20 to rob¬ 
bing the Co-op bank in Southend of £1,670 on December 7 
2016. 

The court had heard Horn was previously convicted in 
2013 for robbing the Floyds Bank branch in Westcliff and 
again in 2015 for robbing the same Co-op branch. 

He was sentenced at the same court on Friday, February 3.

Still in the 
dark over 
street lights

Build-to-rent 
to replenish 
housing stock 

IT must be of singular relief 
that the Government has 
recognized the housing reality 
that local government has been 
trying to cope with for some 
considerable time. 

Government is issuing a 
White Paper to signal the need 
for build-to-rent properties to 
replenish housing stocks and 


start to satisfy the insatiable 
demand for housing that most 
local authorities have. 

The White Paper has been 
shaped by Lord Porter who 
was ennobled from leading a 
district council and who has 
been able to influence 
Government to help the 
housing supply regardless of 
political dogma about home 
ownership being the goal to 
aspire to. 

Whilst owing your own 
home is a good thing, afford¬ 
able housing has become total¬ 
ly unattainable by virtue of the 
irony of a sustained and buoy¬ 
ant housing market with all the 
obvious advantages that go 
with that but a huge 
disadvantage for the first time 
buyer. 

Homelessness is not to be 
forgotten in Southend or the 
UK. We have held a 
brainstorming session with 
third sector agencies and 
statutory bodies as to different 
or more measures we can take 
to prevent and alleviate 
homelessness. 

Nobody is under the 
impression that this is simple 
or that we are unaware of most 
current trends, squatting is not 
a new phenomenon and 
remains illegal, which most 
councillors would not 
condone. Problems will 
persist, land availability and 


highway issues will not 
subside as housing increases 
and existing residents notice 
more pressure from increasing 
populations. 

But perhaps with reality 
finally coming about, so will 
the demand for artificial 
housing targets, Government 
you have recognized us at last!

Denzel builds towards awards 



FENCES (12A, 139 mins) 

N ominated for four 
Academy Awards including 
Best Picture, Fences is an 
assured film adaptation of August 
Wilson’s Pulitzer Prize-winning 
play, directed for the screen by 
Denzel Washington. 

The actor already has two gold¬ 
en statuettes on his mantelpiece 
for the films Glory and Training 
Day, and he is vying for a third 
Oscar for his showy performance 
here. 

Such plaudits come as little sur¬ 
prise since Washington is well 
acquainted with the stage produc¬ 
tion. 

He simmered with tightly coiled 
rage in a 2010 Broadway revival 
co-starring Viola Davis. 

Both won coveted Tony Awards 
for their incendiary portrayals of a 
couple struggling to hold together 
their marriage against a backdrop 
of economic uncertainty and big¬ 
otry in 1950s Pittsburgh. 

Reunited on the big screen, 
Washington and Davis rekindle 
molten chemistry and are able to 
suck us deeper into their charac¬ 
ters’ suffering with the benefit of 
lingering, tear-stained close-ups. 

Fences remains unerringly faith¬ 
ful to its stage origins and feels 
rather static, unfolding predomi¬ 
nantly within the rooms or back¬ 
yard of a modest home where 
family members trade bruising 
verbal blows. 

Strong-willed patriarch Troy 
Maxson (Washington) presides 
over this tug-of-war for suprema¬ 


cy. He works as a rubbish collec¬ 
tor alongside best friend Jim 
(Stephen Robertson), who loves to 
listen to Troy’s anecdotes. 


“You got more stories than the 
devil got sinners,” quips Jim. 

Troy toils in order to provide for 
his wife Rose (Davis) and their son 


Cory (Jovan Adepo). 

The young man is a gifted athlete 
and is being scouted for college 
football. 


Troy refuses to sign his son’s 
permission slip because he 
believes the football leagues are 
rife with racial prejudice and he 
doesn’t want his flesh and blood 
to fail, as he did playing baseball 
many years before. 

This refusal to support his son’s 
dream drives an insurmountable 
wedge between Troy and Cory. 

“I’m the boss around here. I do 
the only saying what counts,” 
barks the old man defiantly. 

Meanwhile, the patriarch clash¬ 
es with his other son, Lyons 
(Russell Hornsby), who only 
seems to materialise when he 
needs money. 

Financial pressures tip Troy over 
the edge and his rage and frustra¬ 
tion explode with devastating con¬ 
sequences. 

Fences is a glittering showcase 
for the ensemble cast, led by the 
imperious Washington and Davis, 
who don’t hold back in pivotal 
scenes. 

The latter richly deserves her 
Oscar nomination, and she’ll 
almost certainly win for deftly cap¬ 
turing the steeliness of a mother 
hen, who has sacrificed everything 
for her brood. 

“I gave 18 years of my life to 
stand in the same spot with you. 
Don’t you think I ever wanted 
other things?” she rages. 

Period detail is impressive and 
even though there is a palpable 
lack of cinematic dynamism to 
proceedings, there are plenty of 
dialogue-driven fireworks.

Josh Morris saw his attempt 
deflected over, while Ivan Toney 
found Ted Smith’s gloves with a 
spectacular bicycle-kick. 

Meanwhile, Cox was off-target 
for Blues after Anthony 
Wordsworth played him in. 

Demetriou fired over and 
Fortune was wide as the Blues 
quest for an equaliser gathered 
momentum, 

Shortly before the break, they 
restored parity. Cox crossed from 
the left and Fortune was on hand to 
nod beyond the stranded Daniels. 

Daniels blocked from Fortune 
with his feet, then clung to 
Wordsworth’s chip as Southend 



started the second period strongly. 

Soon after, Wordsworth fired 
over after Daniels had done well to 
initially thwart Cox and Will 
Atkinson. 

Blues boss Phil Brown threw 
Jermaine McGlashan and new sign¬ 
ing Theo Robinson into the fray in a 
bid clinch all three points. And 
within minutes the move paid divi¬ 
dends. McGlashan swept in from 
the left and Cox was on hand to 
send a deflected effort past Daniels 
to hand Southend the lead. 

Cox saw another strike deflected 
behind as Southend looked to kill 
the contest. 

But with their next meaningful 
foray forward, Ben Coker crossed 
and Leonard swept home the 
Blues third of the afternoon. 

Scunthorpe’s afternoon went 
from bad to worse when Bishop 
was shown a straight red card by 
referee Robert Madley after a 
coming together with Demetriou 
as proceedings began to reach 
boiling point. 

Nevertheless, this had been 
another fantastic display from 
Southend, who moved up into the 
play-off places. 


Brown was taking charge of his 
200th Blues match. Speaking at 
full-time, he said: “These mile¬ 
stones come along quicker than 
normal. Usually, if you get past the 
100 mark you are having a won¬ 
derful time at the football club. 
Unfortunately, that’s the state of 
play in the game. 

“But to get to 200 is a proud 
moment of mine. It is certainly a 
proud moment for the chairman of 
the football club.

Speaking about the game, Brown 
said: “Today was about the perfor¬ 
mance. I don’t think the players 
were looking at me saying, ‘Two 
hundred games, we’re going to put 
in a performance’. Games like this 
have come along regularly of late. 

“We have had big opposition and 
we have stepped up to the plate, 
which is a good sign coming into 
the latter stages of the season.” 

Brown spoke about his side 
recovering after Wallace had given 
Scunthorpe an early advantage, 
adding: “It was a comedy of 
errors, one or two hands went up at 


half-time. But at the end of the 
day, we had the quality to get level 
just before half-time and that set 
up the second half. 

“We played well enough in the 
first half. We played some wonder¬ 
ful football. I looked at the stats 
and it was pointing towards a win. 
But as you know, half-time tends 
to stem the tide and change the 
flow of the game, which it did for 
ten or fifteen minutes. It looked a 
bit of a stifled 1-1 draw. 

“But our players weren’t in the 
mood for it petering out. They had 
a point to prove with the league 
leaders in town. 

“Today was about us being indi¬ 
vidually and collectively better 
than the opposition, and I thought 
we were.” 

Goalscorer Leonard, said: “I 
thought we did really well today 
against a good Scunthorpe side 
who are obviously flying at the top 
of the league. We’ve given them a 
goal head start really. We didn’t 
come out of the blocks. But from 
then on we were on fire. 

“Before, when I’ve been here 
we’ve had trouble when we’ve 
gone a goal behind. But the belief 
this season, especially at the 
moment, is that if we go a goal 
down, it really doesn’t matter. 

“Look at the reaction we had 
there today. We’ve not had that in a 
long time. So for us to go a goal 
down against the top of the league 
after four or five minutes, it shows 
tremendous character from every 
single one of us.”
